Result of losing power in gov- 
ernment and elimination of its 
legislative representation is be- 
ing acutely felt by the United 
Farmers of Alberta organization 
and after 14 years of tasting the 
sweets of power it must be con- 
tent with sitting on the outside 
looking in.

ON FINANCES 


Comprehensive Probe of 
Situation Included in 
Questions 


Terms of the Dominion govern- 
ment proposal regarding Domin- 
fon guarantees covering new cap- 
ital and refunding requirements 
are sought by D. M. Duggan, 
Provincial Conservative leader in 
& netice of motion filed in the 
legislature. Mr. Duggan secks hie 
information as part of a compre- 
hensive survey of the whole pro- 
vincial financial outlook and 
covering many activities. 

He demands to know whether the 
proposed refunding scheme con- 

templates the refunding of the en- 
tire funded debt of Alberta in one 
operation or “will it be limited to 
refunding maturing obligations?” 

Mr. Duggan also seeks to deter- 
mine the amount of money the 
province owed the banks at August 
22 last; September 3, December 31 
and January 31 last, and what 

security hypothecated by the prov- 
ince on the dates specified. 


WHAT PROPOSALS? 

It is also demanded by Mr. Dug- 
gan whether any formal proposal 
has been made by the province to 
the Dominion to take out long term, 
low interest bearing bonds to cover 
demand or short term loans and if 
so, what terms are contained jn the 
proposal, or whether any counter- 
proposal has been made by the Do- 
minion? 

Total amount of the school lands 
fund which was turned over to the 
province with the natural resources 
also is required by Mr. Duggan, to- 
gether with information on how the 
fund is invested; under what 
authority and whether any pro- 
posal has been made to the Do- 
minion to amend the legislation 
covering the school lands fund, so 
that these funds can be invested in 
provincial bonds and if so, what 
“Is the expressed attitude of the 
Dominion government toward such 
a proposal.” 

The amount of the cash settle- 
ment awarded to the province by 
the commission on natural resources 
also is sought by Mr.. Duggan, to- 
gether with information on the leg- 
islation required before the money 
is made available to the province. 


MORE INFORMATION 

He also seeks information as to 
whether the Dominion government 
has suggested to the province that 
it intends to apply this money to 
the reduction of loans made by the 
Dominion to the province. 

Information is also sought as to 
whether the province has obtained 
legal opinion with respect to the 
power of the Dominion to withhold 
these funds and to apply same 
against loans made by the Domin- 
ion to the province and, if so, what 
advice has been given. 

Tota! loans by the Dominion to 
the province as at March 31, 1932; 
and each year thereafter at the 
same date and as at Feb. 1 of this 
year, is also asked by Mr. Duggan. 

He seeks, in this connection, in- 
formation on loans for maturities 
on bonded indebtedness; for general 
relief purposes; for agricultural re- 
lief; loans to cities; rate of interest 
payable by the province; nature of 
security given by the province to 
the Dominion, covering loans and 
amount and maturity of each loan.

HIGHWAYS IMPASSABLE 

Virtually all highways in Iowa, 
Wisconsin and northern Illinois 
were rendered impassable by hum- 
mocks of snow that ranged up to 
10 feet. Most roads in Nebraska, 
Minnesota and North Dakota were 
closed to traffic. 

Some communities were com- 
pletely isolated. The fuel shortage 
was intensified. Milk deliveries 
were curtailed. A few points faced 
a water famine. 


SCORE OF DEATHS 

A score of deaths were recorded. 
Commerce was slowed. Rural 
schools and churches closed. Suffer- 
ing increased as the cold wave 
roaring down from the frozen tun- 
dra of the Canadian northwest 
spread south and east. Low tem- 
peratures included. 

Meteorologists predicted the polar 
mass would sweep to the Atlantic 
seaboard.

FILM STUDIOS 


| Buildings at at Elstree Wiped 
Out With Loss of 
$2,250,000 
ELSTREE, Hertfordshire, Feb. 10 
|—Three British film studios here

RELIEF FOR THE CITIES 

Mayor McGeer, enroute to Ottawa to attend 
the session of parliament, conferred with Mayor 
Davison at Calgary. They reached agreement, 
without any trouble, that it is desirable to 
secure further federal assistance to municipal- 
ities. Taxpayers in those and all other cities 
will find it easy to reach the same conclusion. 

What the cities should urge is that the 
Dominion take over the bonds they have had 
to issue to get money for unemployment relief, 
and compensate them for relief costs they have 
paid out of taxation. 

Or, as a minimum immediate concession, 
that the Dominion supply them with interest- 
free money to pay these bonds. 

The Dominion can do that, without any cost 
to ilself, and with great benefit to the country, 
by issuing new money against its superabundant 
gold reserves, 


GOVERNMENT MUST GO ON 

The first bill introduced in the legislature 
provides that when a sovereign dies, public 
officials in this province shall carry on their 
duties without having to be sworn thereto in 
the name of his successor. 

The clause in the existing oaths of office 
pledging obedience to “His heirs and successors” 
apparently did not meet the case, or was not 
accepted as doing so. Why, only a lawyer could 
tell.

There is a fair prospect that the legislature 
may make the present session set a record for 
brevity.

WE ARE ALL FOR IT 

Mr. Howson chose an appropriate time—the 
first opportunity—to assure Premier Aberhart 
he will have the backing of Liberal members 
and the Liberal pariy in implementing his 
promise of Social Credit dividends without 
increasing taxation and without adding to the 
public debt.

I've been reading in the last few days two 
books possessing superficial resemblances and 
deep dissimilarities. One is Giovanni Papini’s

poet delves into the spiritual history of his 
“Dante Vivo” 
won the Premio Mussolini 
in 1933, For Edmonton read- 
ers it has added interest be- 
cause the English translation 
is by our own Mrs,: Kieanor 
Hammond Broadus, in collab- 
oration with Anna Benedetti. 

No modern writer could 
be better equipped by nature 
than Papini to penetrate the 
inner workings of the soul of 
the author of La Divina Com- 
media. To both of them the 
tri-compartmented hell and the seven-terraced 
purgatory through which the soul labors on its 
long and painful passage to paradise are real- 
ities. Indeed Papini in his final chapter, cap- 
tioned, “Where is Dante now,” questions wheth- 
er six centuries of torment in the underworld, 
aided by the prayers of the faithful, have suf- 
ficed “to make him a citizen of that celestial 
Rome where Christ is Roman.” He asks: 


“Ought we still to pray for him and offer 
sacrifices for his liberation, or may we be 
permitted to hope that he now has no more 
need of our loving prayers?”

Discussing the sensualism of Dante's life 
which Papini asserts was essential to Dante's 
exaltation of the Virgin in his work, he argues: 

“In truth, every great quality derives 
from its opposite. The mediocre remains 

y mediocre for ever. But from the coward can 
come forth the hero; from the humbled the 
dominating; from the criminal the saint. The 
man of middle class always remains middle 
class; but the man of the people may become 
dictator or emperor... The really great man 
is not he who is born great and through a 
fatal facility loses his native powers, but 
rather he who wins his greatness in spite of 
everything and everybody, against the tram- 
mels of his own nature, against every 
adversity.” 

These sentiments may have been no handi- 
cap in the winning of the Premio Mussolini, 
but the other little volume I have been reading, 
Oliver Baldwin's “The Questing Beast,” suggests 
that greatness may inhere in middle-class fam- 
ilies, Father and son, treading different paths, 
the one as Prime Minister of England and the 
other a Socialist M.P., burning with zeal for 
social reform, spring from the ranks of British 
middle-class industrialism. 

If one were minded to argue the question, 
it might be asserted that Dante came from the 
despised middle-class. Papini omits reference 
to Dante being at one time a magistrate in 
Florence. He refers coniemptuously to the eld- 
er Dante as a money-lender, omitting mention 
of his being a lawyer too. It is a fair assump- 
tion that he was a well-to-do lawyer and 
therefore highly typical of the middle-class 
Florentine. One wonders whether Papini hadn’t 
his eye more on Mussolini than on Dante when 
he penned his indictment against the middle- 
class and extolled “the man of the people who 
may become ae or <> eae ”

No Etonian ee bass gute so contemptuous 
of British Public School education as Oliver 
Baldwin. He scores the young sadists who 
thrash youngsters who are unaware of the un- 
written rules that only chief athletes and school 
captains are allowed to roll up their umbrelias; 
that none but certain boys may roll up the col- 
lars of their blazers; that none but Sixth Form 
and “Pop” boys may wear soft shirts with their 
“tails” and that no Eton boy may button the 
bottom of his waistcoat. These and sundry 
other rules, such as the wickedness of shooting 
a fox (which can only be killed sportingly by 
being torn by hounds) are considered essential 
training for the members of the upper classes, 
charged to see that the lower orders behave 
themselves. 

The war brought youhg Oliver Baldwin to 
face the realities of life. At sixteen a woman 
presented him publicly with a white feather, 
though he was already in training with his 
cousin John Kipling, son of the late Rudyard 
Kipling. Soon afterwards, John Kipling was 
killed at Loos, and Oliver Baldwin found that 
patriotism was no protection against the petty 
tyranny and snobbery of army life on the west- 
ern front. Like Dante, who in his early twenties 
served the Florentine army in the field, Oliver 
Baldwin is not ashamed to record the paralysing 
fears that gripped him when leading men into 
action that fore-spelled doom. Yet as a com- 
pany commander he attained distinction, and 
though wounded, accompanied the Brigade of 
Guards to Colonge.

Much of Oliver. ‘Baldwin's autobiography is 
taken up with his subsequent imprisonments, 
escapes and tortures, after he went to Armenia 
to train the troops to fight the Turks. It is 
told at greater length in his book “Six Prisons 
and Two Revolutions.” There and then, he 
says, he learned “the stupidity of ambition, the 
feeling of starvation, infinite patience and the 
comfort that things spiritual can give to a tired 
body and soul.” 

* The Armenians had been urged by England 

to attack the Turks from the east while the 
Greeks attacked them from the west. In so do- 
ing the Armenians became exposed to invasion 
by the Bolshevik army. Escaping from Bolshe- 
vik eruelties and imprisonment, Baldwin and 
two Armenjan soldiers, fell prisoner to the 
Turks, Starved, frozen, exposed to disease and 
lice, they lingered for months. Orders came 
for their execution on successive days. One 
was shot by a firing squad before Baldwin's 
eyes. When the squad came next day for him, 
it was to arrange his transfer in exchange for 
a Turkish officer, The repeated cruelties in- 
flicted upon the Armenians and their desertion 
by Britain in time of need, has made Oliver 
Baldwin an ardent and eloquent spokesman for 
this down-trodden people, who lost more men 
than Britain in the war. 

A political gulf exists between Oliver Bald- 
win the Socialist M.P. and his father Stanley 
Baldwin, Conservative premier of Great Britain,

Many people are actually starved for pro- 
tective vitamins during the winter months when 
sunshine is scarce. You can consider that vita- 
mins are a form of health insurance, When you 
eat them, you protect yourself against various 
diseases. Vitamins are necessary in the diet, 
and experiments have shown 
which foods contain the great- 
est amounts of them. Here 
is a list of the different vita- 
mins which have been dis- 
covered and some information 
about them: 

VITAMIN A: Those who 
have celds and are rundown 
probably need more Vitamin 
A. It is thought that Vitamin 
A enables you to resist certain 
infections of the eyes, sinuses, 
and ears. Without it your resistance to infec- 
tions of the skin and mucous membranes is 
lessened. Tits vitamin is stored in the body and 
is especially needed by growing children. It is 
found in raw milk, cream, evaporated milk, 
butter, cheese, eggyolk, raw carrots, codliver oil, 
bananas, yellow turnips, yellow corn, Hubbard 
prunes, green peas, lettuce, 
canned and fresh tomatoes, sweet potatoes. All

of*the yellow and green vegetables are good 


sources, 

VITAMIN B: This vitamin is not stored very 
long in the body. Consequently, some of the 
foods containing it should be eaten regularly. 
It is needed for a good appetite. It is vital to 
health at all ages. This vitamin has been found 
to consist of two vitamins which are named 
Bl, or F vitamin, and B2 or G vitamin. B1-is 
destroyed by heat. B2 is relatively unaffected 
by heat. BI prevents the disease beriberi in 
humans. A lack of it may bring on irritability 
and nervousness. B2 is a vitamin which pre- 
vents pellagra. These vitamins are contained 
in whole grain cereals, milk, meat, green leafy 
vegetables, eggyolks, asparagus, dried Jima 
beans, wholewheat bread, buttermilk, raw cab- 
bage, carrots, canned green corn, eggplant, fresh 
ham, lentils, oatmeal, oranges, parsnips, baked 
Irish potatoes, baked sweet potatoes, green peas, 
canned tomatoes, turnips, walnuts, and yeast. 

VITAMIN C: This vitamin is not stored in 
the body, consequently is needed by everyone 
every day. Its use prevents scurvy and is 
essential to healthy gums, Nearly every one 
with pyorrhea is not getting enough Vitamin C, 
This vitamin is destroyed by too much cooking. 
A lack of it is thought to predispose to decay 
of the teeth. It is found in oranges, lemons, 
grapefruit, raw apples, bananas, raw cabbage, 
canned pineapple, tomatoes, peaches, raspber- 
ries, strawberries, peas, dried peaches, spinach, 
raw leafy vegetables, raw carrots, potatoes 
boiled not over fifteen minutes, turnips. 

VITAMIN D: The sunshine vitamin is stored 
in the body only a short time. It prevents 
rickets, and builds bone and teeth by enabling 
the body to use calcium and _ phosphorous. 
Children and nursing mothers especially need 
Vitamin D. Vitamin D is found in the foods 
containing Vitamin A, which have been grown 
in or exposed to the sunlight. The effect. of this 
vitamin is also obtained by using sunbaths. You 
can obtain certain cereals or foods which are 
called “irradiated,” meaning especially treated 
to produce this vitamin. Codliver oil is an ex- 
cellent source of this vitamin. 

VITAMIN E: The absence of this vitamin 
causes sterility. A full list of foods containing 
it is not known, although it is present in vege- 
tables, oils, meat, lettuce and wheat germ. It 
is stored in the body to some extent. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. A asks: “Will you please 
print in your interesting column what causes 
little white spots to form on my hands? Will 
they spread? What will cure them?” 

ANSWER: The white spots on your hands 
are caused by some form of acidosis by which 
the skin pigment is destroyed. You may be 
able to stop them from spreading if you will 
correct your diet and use other hygienic meas- 
ures for improving your general health. 

QUESTION: Miss Pat writes: “Will you 
please tell me a remedy for persistent bad 
breath? I have had all my teeth taken care of 
and am in a healthy condition, so I cannot un-" 
derstand this. Will you please give me a 
remedy?” 

ANSWER: If your teeth are in good con- 
dition, your bad breath may be a result of dis- 
eased tonsils, catarrh or auto-intoxication. If 
the breath has a sweetish odor, you may have 
diabetes. Before I could give you a remedy, 
you would have to tell me which of these 
things is causing your trouble.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date Monday in 1857 
David Thompson, who has been 
styled the greatest land geo- 
grapher in our history, died at 
Longeuil, opposite Montreal in 
direst poverty. Not long before 
his death he borrowed half a 
crown (about 60 cents) from a 
friend and wrote in his diary: 
“Thank God for this relief.” His 
coat and his beloved instruments 
had been sold for food. Blind and 
destitute he died and was buried 
in a nameless grave unmarked 
for 70 years until 1926 when the 
Canadian Historical Association 
erected a monument to him in 
Mount Royal cemétery. 

A pupil of the Gray Coat school 
in London, (where he was born 
in 1770, his real name being 
Thomas) he showed much inter- 
est in geography and when only 
14 he was apprenticed to the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company and sent out 
to York Factory, From York he 
was sent to Churchill, and there 
he commenced his journals which 
he continued to+45 volumes in

1850. He surveyed the Nelson, 
Churchill and Saskatchewan 
rivers and the intervening country 
to Lake Athabasca; but in 1797 a 
new governor came, who (in the 
words of Professor Chester Mar- 
tin) “made one of the worst 
blunders in the history of the 
company when he curtly bade 
Thompson put away his surveying 
instruments and attend to the fur 
trade.” Thompson at once quif, 
went to the Grand Portage and 
offered his services to Alexander 
Mackenzie. The North West 
Company rejoiced at his coming. 
In about 10 months he travelled 
more than 4,000 miles and then 
began the preparation of a great 
map which long hung.in the 
great hall of the Hudson's Bay 
Company at Fort William and 
is now in the Ontario Archives. 
The story of his exploration of the 
Columbia and the Kootenay as 
told by Walter N. Sage in “The 
Story of Canada” is worth read- 
ing by any student of the history 
of the west.

School Is Open 
Door To Life 
Says Dr. Dichie 


Education should prepare the 
pupil in school for life, was the 
major fact stressed by Dr. Donalda 
Dickie, leading educationist in Al- 
berta, and the Dominion, when she 
addressed the Women's University 
club at their meeting Saturday 
afternoon on the subject, “Modern 
Tendencies in the Elementary 
School.” Dr. Dickie is one of the 
foremost leaders in Canada in the 
study of revision of curriculum and 
school teaching methods, and her 
experiments are attracting interest 
and comment wherever they are 
known. 

The pupil needs initiative, imag- 
ination, self-reliance, judgment, and 
the power to co-operate and he can 
get these only by experience, by 
practice, and by doing things. He 
needs information too, so much in- 
formation that he cannot possibly 
carry it all in his head. What he 
needs to be taught is where to find 
the facts he needs when he needs 
them. 


“THE THREE R's” 

To fill ali these requirements, a 
scheme for educating, that is, for 
developing the mind and character 
of the child, has been worked out 
and is being tried out this year by 
75 teachers in the province, Part 
of the sc.iool day is for the study 
of facts in reading, writing, arith- 
metic, language, music, ete. in the 
old way. A smaller part of the day 
is for things to be done, the work- 
ing out of problems such as the 
pioneer life in Quebec, Indians, an 
animated map of Alberta, the 
health rules. In working out these 
problems, or enterprises as they are 
called, the children must work to- 
gether, each contributing his share, 
they must plan, organize and carry 
them through; to do that they must 
get information, organize it and 
apply it to their needs. In work- 
ing out these enterprises they get 
practice in, development in, those 
very qualities which we have seen 
to be lacking in the individuals, 
in the nations today. A child who 
as a member of a group of five or 
six, has planned. and carried to a 
successful conclusion six or seven 
such activities in a year, has had 
a kind of training that will fit him 
for life. °

Timbales—do you know them? 
—are cf the custard family, that is, 
built on a milk and egg basis and 
seasoned with ‘grated cheese, finely 
ground meat, flaked fish or minced 
vegetables. Timbales are baked 
like custards, in 
greased custard 
cups or timbale 
molds, placed in 
a pan of hot wa- 
ter... You need a 
moderate oven— 
in fact, you really 
oven poach a tim- 
bale,

sauce often are 
added to make 
the custard firm 
enough to hold 
the added mater-

ial in suspension. Otherwise, the 


seasoning, being heavier than the 
custard, would settle to the bottom 
of the mold. 

With a good foundation rule you 
can make almost any kind of tim- 
bale from canned salmon to sweet- 
bread. 


CHICKEN TIMBALES 

Two tablespoons butter, !-2 cup 
stale bread crumbs, 2-3 cup milk, 
2 teaspoons minced parsley, 1 cup 
finely chopped chicken, 2 eggs, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon white 
pepper, 1-¢ teaspoon celery pepper. 

Melt butter, add bread crumbs 
and milk and cook five minutes, 
stirring constantly. Add eggs 
slightly beaten, parsley, seasoning 
and chicken. Turn into well but- 
tered molds, having molds two- 
thirds full. Place in a pan of hot 
water, cover with buttered paper 
and bake thirty minutes in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees F.) Serve 
with mushroom sauce. 

When timbales are served | al- 
ways choose a crisp saled that is 
decidedly piquant. French endive 
and grapefruit is splendid and so 
is 8 mixture of grapefruit, oranges, 


white grepes and nut meats arrang- 


ed on a bed of romaine and served 
with a French dressing made with 
grapefruit juice. One tablespoon 
crumbled Roquefort cheese can be 
added to the dressing. 

For luncheon use pea timbales 
with creamed salmon. 


PEA TIMBALES 

Two cups canned peas, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 3 eggs, 3 tablespoons 
milk, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon 
pepper, few drops onion juice. 
Rub peas through sieve. Melt 
butter and stir into puree. Beat 
eggs untii light with milk and edd 
to first mixture with salt, pepper 
and onion juice. Turn into well 
buttered molds. Place in a pan of 
hot water, cover with buttered 
paper and bake until firm in @ 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.). 

Peasant girl with a veil is a 
Scandinavian recipe and is delis 
cious to serve after pea timbales. 


PEASANT GIRL WITH A VEIL 

Two cups dried rye or graham 
bread crumbs, 3-4 cup plum jam, 
1-2 cup granulated suger, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 1-2 cup whipping 
cream. 

Any tart jam can be used. I had 
some plum open so J used it and 
we liked it. Melt butter and add 
with sugar to crumbs. Mix thor- 
oughly and pack into a mold lined 
with waxed paper. Bake about 20 
minutes in a slow oven (350 de- 
grees F.). Turn onto a serving 
dish. Cool slightly and cover with 
jam. Chill thoroughly and when 

to serve cover with cream 
whipped until firm.

Stresses Need for More 
Rigid Enforcement of 
Lord’s Day Act 


Dr. A. R. Osborn took a militant 
stand against commercialized Sun- 
day sport and stressed the necessity 
for more rigid enforcement of the 
Lord's Day Act, in a sermon at First 
Presbyterian Church, Sunday eve- 
fing.

COMMEND RATIONALISM 
“A rationalist is strictly one 
whose life is governed by reason, 
and in that sense rationalism is to 
be commended. The name however 
has come to have a specific refer- 
ence to those who adhere to the 
left wing of radical criticism which 
was associated with the Aufklaer- 
ung or Enlightenment. They spon- 
sored such publications as those of 
the Rationalistic Press. 
“In general they regard Chris- 
} tianity as myth and superstition; 
they do not believe in God, and 
they have no sanctions for ethical 
standards. It would be well for 
those people who are signing ‘the 
petition now being circulated to 
realize who it is they are support- 
ing. ' 

“Fortunately the~ rationalistic 
movement in this specific sense is 
now on the decline, and is pro- 
nounced out of date by the newest 

| schools of philosophic thought, 
though of course it still numbers 
many adherents, especially among 
those who have not progressed be- 
yond the thought of the nineteenth 
century. 

“The same observation applies to 
the idea of unrestrained individual 
liberty which is being proclaimed 
so loudly just now by the Edmonton 
rationalists. The individual is part 
of a social system, which is more 
important than he is. .We are being 
warned by thinkers-that this social 
system is breaking down, and that 
one cause lies in the fact that we 
are forgetting the necessity of dis- 
cipline. 

“Sport and pleasure generally are 
our gods. They are false gods, and 
the time has come to use our reason 
instead of making indulgence of 
our lower selves the arbiter of our 
conduct. The question of the mean-

BE ON GUARD 


Fallacy of Biblical Pro- 
phecy Regarding Coming 
Events Pointed Out 


Warning that Christian people 
should be on guard against listen- 
ing to expositions which are based 
upon biblical interpretations that 
no real scholar would endorse, Dr. 
A. R. Osborn clearly pointed out the 
fallacy of biblical prophesy in re- 
gard to coming events, in a ser- 
mon delivered, at First Presbyter- 
ian church Sunday morning. The 
Bible contains no reference to the 
present European situation, the 
minister claimed. 

“The mind of man has always 
been challenged by two great ques- 
tions: Whence did we come and 
whither do we go? With these two 
questions 1s bound up another: 
What will be the ultimate destiny 
of the hunvan race? 

“Two answers are possible, one 
that of the materialist who affirms 
that with the running down of the 
physical universe mankind will pass 
into nothingness, the other that of 
the spiritual philosopher, who con- 
ceives that there is some far off 
divine event to which the whole 
creation moves. For Christian 
thought this is the problem of es- 
chatology, or the doctrines of the 
last things. 


WRONG CONCEPTION 

“The questions involved in es- 
chatology cannot but exercise a 
fascination over the human mind, 
and for some this fascination 
amounts to an obsession. Such peo- 
ple make the interpretation of 
Bible prophecy the centre of all 
their teaching, and they are con- 
stantly seeking to find the Bible 
references to events which are now 
coming to pass. 

“For a time they are often suc- 
cessful in attracting followers, but 
the end of such movements has al- 
ways been the same. They are bas- 
ed upon a wrong conception of the 
Bible; their interpretations will not 
stand examination, and ultimately 
the movement’ breaks up,” stated 
Dr. Osborn. 

“Examination of the New Testa- 
ment writings shows that the 
danger was real in those days, and 
more than one warning is given to 
the early churches that the time 
of the end of the world may not 
be determined. Few people today 
realize the extent to which apoc- 
alyptic thought existed before as 
well as after the coming of Christ. 
In our Bible we have two books, 
Daniel and Revelation, which -be- 
long to this order, but there is 
really a vast apocaly~tic literature, 
which was known to the people of 
the first century, comprising such 
books as ‘The Apocalypse of 
Baruch,’ ‘The Book of Enoch,’ “The 
Ascension of Isaiah,’ The Book of 
Jubilees, etc. These books contain 
descriptions of the Jast things sim- 
ilar to those, for example, in 
Matthew 24. 

“We are compelled therefore to 
take into account the fact that 
there existed an apocalyptic vocab- 
ulary in the days of our Lord. It 
is also clear that the descriptions 
refer to things coming to pass at

NEW HEALING PRINCIPLE FOUND 
IN COBRA VENOM TRAINS PAIN 
INTO HABIT OF STAYING AWAY 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 86.7 per cent. Nine cases got no

NEW YORK, Feb. 10—A, new 
healing principle which trains pain 
into the habit of staying away, dis- 
covered in cobra venom, is report- 
ed in the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences by 
David Macht of Baltimore. 

Dr. Macht sought in venom a 
non-habit-forming substitute for 
morphine. He found something 


which seems to give the habit to| 


the pain instead of to the person. 

The habit is in most cases for the 
pain to go away more and more 
with requirement of less venom to 
keep it away. 


DRIED SECRETION 

The new medicine is a dried 
crystalline secretion of cobra poi- 
son, known as the sctles of the 
venom. Dr. Macht and collabora- 
tors tried it on 115 persons in Bal- 
timore. All were long-time suffer- 
ers from. incurable pain, “and most 
of them had run the gamut of pain- 
relieving drugs.” 

There were favorable results for 


relief at all. Twenty-three got only 
slight relief. 

“The usual therapeutic proced- 
ure,” Dr. Macht reports, “was as 
follows: A dose of two or more 
mouse units (of venom) was first 
administered to ascertain whether 
the patient had any idiosyncrasy 
to the drug. 

“If no undesirable effect was 
noted, a full dose of five mouse 
units was injected the following 
day. The same amount was injected 
several successive days until a 
definite physiological effect (i.e. 
relief of pain) was noted. 

“The dosage was then cut down 
in frequency, injections being given 
on alternate days. Later patients 
could be kept comfortable with one 
or two injections a week. 


STRIKINGLY DIFFERENT 

“In this respect Cobra venom 
was strikingly different from mor- 
phine, which usually leads to 
habituation requiring increasingly 
frequent dosage. 

“A powerful plain - relieving 
effect was undoubtedly produced in

a large number of cases. Such an 
action was noted in some of the 
most intractable conditions, as, for 
instance, in malignant tumors of 
jaw, spine and pelvic bone. 

“A number of patients treated 
were morphine addicts. In such 
cases the writer and his colleagues 
were able to reduce the amount of 
narcotic to a minimum by substi- 
tuting Cobra venom and in a few 
instances opiates were dispensed 
with temporarily.”
